Wet are there not a few by whom 
such a proposition will be received with 
something approaching derision, Men 
who would resent as an insult any impu- 
tation of ignorance respecting the fabled 
labors of a legendary demi-god, show not 
the slightest shame in confessing that they 
do not know where the Eustachian tubes 
are; what are the actions of the spinal 
chord; what is the normal rate of pulsa- 
tion; or how the lungs are inflated. While 
nervously anxious that their sons and
